No War This Year 


Says Bronfman

MONTREAL (NJP)—tThe pre- 
diction that there will be no war 
in Israel this year was made by 
Samuel Bronfman, head of the 
Seagram whiskey empire, on his 
return from Israel. 

At a press conference Bronf- 
man asserted that a complete 
settlement of Arab-Israeli dif- 
ferences is the only basis for a 
lasting peace. 

The millionaire philanthropist 
said he visited Egypt and found 
Jews there enjoying equal rights 
with Egyptians. He also said 
there is no discrimination against 
Arab citizens in Israel. 

This shows Middle East ten- 
sions aren’t caused by race hat- 
red, he said, but rather by “na- 
tionalist aspirations” and “the 
Arad states not being willing to 
accept the existence of Israel.” 

Canadian Jewry bought $680,- 
000 of Israel bonds at a testi- 
monial dinner in honor of Bronf- 
man, who is co-chairman of the 
bond drive in Canada.

Judge Awards Kosher Butcher Who Lowered Prices $1,700 Damages

NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—Unlocked by an Irish 
judge in Essex County Superior Court, the door 
stood open today to competition among kosher 
butchers to lower prices for their customers. 

The judge was Mark A. Sullivan Jr., who 
ruled Tuesday that the Essex County Federation 
of Kosher Butchers and its officers had conspired 
to boyeott a kosher meat market in near-by Irv- 
ington because its owner advertised reduced prices. 

Sitting without a jury, Sullivan awarded $1,700 
in compensatory damages to the plaintiff, Leonard 
and Harold Seroff, trading as Seroff Brothers Vil- 
lage Kosher Meat Market. The judge refused to 
grant punitive damages or an injunction pro- 
hibiting future boycotts. 


SULLIVAN also dismissed a_ similar count 
against the New Jersey Federation of Kosher 
Butchers and its officers because, he ruled, there 
was insufficient proof to include them in the case. 
° H. Lee Sarokin, attorney for the Seroffs; pre- 
viously had obtained a stipulation of dismissal of 


Louis Spitz and David Singer. 
The Seroff brothers hailed the decision as a 
victory for the Jewish consumer. They previously 


had testified that an unwritten law among kosher 
butchers prohibits not only the cutting but even 
the posting of meat prices.

Jewish housewives away from kashrut and toward 
the more reasonable prices of unkosher meat in 
the supermarkets. . 


SEEKING $100,000 in compensatory damages 
and $500,000 in punitive damages, the Seroffs 
charged that the conspiracy to apply the economic 
pressure through an embargo by kosher meat 
wholesalers resulted in March, 1955, after they 
placed signs in their windows advertising meat at 
lower than average kosher prices. 

The brothers testified that Matthew Shulman, 
business agent of the Essex County Federation 
and one of the defendants, asked them to remove 
the signs and threatened to cut off their meat 
supply if they refused to do so. 

When the Seroffs failed to comply with Shul- 


man’s request, they testified, three of their seven ° 


wholesale suppliers stopped dealing with them. 
The remaining four ¢ontinue to supply the Seroffs. 
But the brothers had to obtain their meat in secret, 
nocturnal meetings at pre-arranged highway loca- 
tions. 


THEY ALSO TESTIFIED that they had to 
drive long distances to out-of-town slaughterhouses, 
including one in Trenton. Shulman, they told the 
court, once followed them to Trenton and the 
dealer there subsequently refused to sell to them. 

One wholesale meat dealer corroborated the 
Seroffs’ testimony, declaring that Shulman tele- 


the Seroffs other kosher butchers would boycott 
him. The remaining six wholesalers gave varying 
stories about why they stopped supplying the 
Seroffs with meat. 

Judge Sullivan awarded the compensatory dam- 
ages on the basis of figures that the Seroffs paid 
an average of 2 cents per pound more for meat 
because they had to take what the wholesalers 
gave them, rather than bargain for price at the 
slaughterhouses. 


WITH THE SEROFFS purchasing about 5,000 
pounds of meat per week, the embargo continued 
for 17 weeks until the suit was filed and the whole- 
salers were called for depositions. With the taking 
of these statements, the fact of the secret de- 
liveries was revealed and there no longer was any 
need for them. 

In their original complaint, the Seroffs also 
had charged that the rabbis “threatened” to with- 
draw certificates of kashrut from wholesalers deal- 
ing with their Village Market. . 


IN THE ANSWER to the complaint, the de- 
fendants stated that the matters involved related 
entirely to the Jewish religion and did not involve 
legat wrongs to be considered in a state court,

WASHINGTON, D.C. (NJP)— 
Joseph Cherner, 58, prominent 
Jewish leader and philanthropist 
in Washington, D.C., died Tues- 
day, April 17, at George Wash- 
ington hospital.

stein College Campaign fund. 

He received the 1954 annual 
president’s awarg from B'nai 
Brrith. 

In 1953, Mr. Cherner contrib- 
uted $100,000 toward the estab- 
lishment of a school of econom- 
ics and social science in Israel, 
the first of its kind in the Jew- 
ish state.

The letter seemed to indicate 
that Reform rabbis might do bet- 
ter in their search for candidates 
than they have been doing.

It was meant to convey your 
ancestor’s lasting attachment to the Torah. It is a name 
of distinguished lineage.

Newest theatre to be started is the 1.5 million pound 20th 
Century-Fox edifice, the cornerstone for which was laid here 
last week. It will be* the largest cinema hall in Israel. 

Seating capacity will be 2,000. The latest stereophonic 
sound system will be installed and the most modern pro- 
jector equipment.

NEW YORK (NJP)—On the 
highest hill on Ramat Gan stands 
a newly erected three story cir- 
cular building with a tower. 

It is a majestic gift Israel] has 
made to a world renowned Jew- 
ish citizen, Mane-Katz. 

The avenue leading to it has 
been named in his honor, as well. 

The internationally-revered art- 
ist is converting the structure 
into a museum and presenting it 
to the citizens of Israel. 

This summer, he will begin a 
three-year project devoted ex- 
clusively to decorating its inter- 
iors with gigantic murals. His 
brush will record phases in the 
2,000-year history of the Jewish 
people, a veritable biography on 
canvas. 

“It is a labor of love,” he told 
The POST. 


LAST SUMMER the artist was 
honored by the Israel Govern- 
ment with a retrospective exhibit 
covering 30 years of his works 
in the Tel-Aviv Museum and 
Haifa Municipal Museum. In ad- 
dition, a hall was dedicated, last 
year to Mane-Katz in the Safed 
Museum to which he donated 20 
outstanding works. 

At the summit of his career, 
at 62, Mane-Katz views the fu- 
ture with irrepressible enthusi- 
asm. In the young artists in Is- 
rael today, he foresees the chron- 
iclers’ of the young State, with a 
fresh, dynamic approach to their 
inspiring surroundings. 


MANE-KATZ is paving the 
way for that future. 

At his own expense, two ex- 
tensions will be built—a right 
and left wing—to the Ramat 
Gan Museum which bears his 
name. These wings will be a 
showcase for native talent as 
well as for traveling exhibits. 
The master’s work will be in the 
center flanked by “future mas- 
ters.” 

This wi perpetuate a pater- 
nal link between Mane-Katz and 
the youth he so firmly be- 
lieves in. 

Always in bouyant spirits, he 
is as young as tomorrow’s dawn, 
although in appearance his birth 
year, 1894, seems credible. With 
a shock of long white hair, and 
a displeasure for “dressing-up”, 
the frail frame is reminiscent of 
Einstein. To one of his collec- 
tors, however, he’s “the image 
of Sir Bertrand Russell.” 


THE HEART of Mane-Katz is 
more easily appraised. A pulsat- 
ing and throbbing Jewish pro- 
tagonist, he—the greatest living 
Jewish subject artist in the 
world. 

The “chassidism” of yesteryear 
is acknowledged today in the art 
form of Mane-Katz by the entire 
art world. 

“Art knows no Nationality,” he 
told this reporter, at the one- 
man exhibit of his works, now, 
at the Jerusalem Art Gallery, 100 
W. 57th st., New York. Artists 
must feel their subject, he in- 
sists, therefore, any attempt to 
“encourage” artists toward Jew- 


ish themes, would not produce’ 


“true art” if they, themselves, 
dig not “swell” with the desire 
to put such themes on canvas, 

TO THE question: “Why do 
you feel there is a limited mark- 
et for Jewish art in the U.S.?” 
He smiled, and repeated. “Art

knows no nationality.” A work 
is accepted or rejected on its 
merits not generally on its theme, 
he insists. 

With 75 per cent of his works 
of Jewish subject matter, he has 
always stood proudly in the sun- 
light of his Judaism. At the ex- 
hibit, one of his collectors, a 
middle income Jew from Jersey 
City who owns 12 of his paint- 
ings which are insured for $50,- 
000, compared Mane-Katz to an- 
other master Jewish painter, 
Chagall. 

“THE DIFFERENCE between 
the two is that Chagall paints 
in the shadows of his Jewish 
heritage.” Chagall has consist- 
ently endeavored to dissociate 
the painter and the man, from 
his heritage. Mane-Katz on the 
other hand reveals clearly his 
strong affirmative identification 
with his Judaism. 

The collector asserted that 
Chagall won the critics approval 
as a painter, but not their re- 
spect as a man. “When a man— 
painter or not—objects to crities 
mention of his Jewish  back- 
ground—he’s hiding from him.- 
self,” the Jerseyite reflected. 

A CITIZEN of France, where 
he went to study from his native 
Russia at the age of 19, he has 
earned the French Legion of 
Honor distinction, awardeg to 
him in 1951. His studio-home on 
Mount Parness is reportedly one 
of the most beautiful in Paris. 
It contains some of the world’s 
treasures in Jewish antiques, col- 
lected on his travels across the 
globe generally, and specifically 
to Jewish sections.

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israeli Marriage Brokers Busy 
As U.S. Girls Find Husbands 


By LEO HEIMAN 

TEL AVIV (NJP)—The article 
at present in biggest demand in 
Israel is not refrigerators or 
washing machines, but Ameri- 
ean girls of any age, shape and 
size, say leading Israeli matri- 
monial agents. 

According to the Israel Rab- 
binate registers, there have been 
more marriages between Ameri- 
cans and Israelis in the past four 
months than during any corre- 
sponding four-months period 
since the State of Israel was 
born. And this in spite of the 
fact that because of the current 
war scares less Americans have 
come to Israel this year than in 
1955. 

The marriage registers show 
a total of 218 marriages between 
Americans and Israelis in the 
four-month period. This number 
does not include marriages be- 
tween American and Israeli citi- 
zens abroad, whose number is 
believed to be considerable. 

In any case, out of the 218 
marriages in Israel, 173 were be- 
tween Israeli men and American 
women and only 45 between 
American men and Israeli 
women, 

ONLY A few of the couples, 
less than one per cent of the 
total, are staying in Israel, while 
the rest, 99 per cent, left for the 
good old USA, either saying 
openly that they intended to set- 
tle there permanently, or claim- 
ing to have gone to the States 
only for visit to the bride’s or 
groom’s family. Very few of the 
Israeli men who married Amer- 
ican women are genuine sabras, 
Most are immigrants of Euro- 
pean descent, ang a dozen or so 
were born in Egypt, Iraq and 
even Morocco. 


Another pertinent factor 
which a survey might not re- 
veal is that most of the Israeli 
men who marry American wom- 
en nowadays do it on a coldly- 
calculated basis to enable them 
to migrate to the United States. 
They meet their American mates 
through the media of leading lo- 
cal matrimonial agencies which 
at times resemble an office of 
the U.S. Immigration and Na- 
turalization Service, what with 
all the emphasis on viSas, prefer- 
ence quotas, tickets, and so on, 


THE BIGGEST Israeli nation- 
al matrimonial agencies, like 
Liver’s, Aliza’s, Bronia’s and 
Gold’s, now have waiting lists 
of thousands of Israeli men, 
mostly European-born and in the 
28-48 age bracket, who have reg- 
istereg at ten pounds per head 
for marriage with an American 
woman. Canadian, South Afri- 
can and British women are also 
in great demand, but their num- 
ber is relatively low and they 
are outnumbered ten to one by 
the American women, who are 
mostly in the 26-46 age bracket 
and are fairly well-to-do, 

Tough, tall, redhaired and 
balding, Polish-born Joe Liver, a 
former British Police sergeant. 
who now runs the biggest matri- 
monial agency in the country, 
says that 1956 offers the best 
prospects of marriage to Ameri- 
can girls coming to Israel, The 
reason is not so much fear of 
war and weariness of the cur- 
rent fighting and strife, says 
Liver, as in an Old Jewish psy- 
chological trait of doing what is 
forbidden. 

There were never so many Is- 
raeli men eager to leave the 
country as now when all men of 
military age, 17 through 47, are

forbidden to leave. When exit 
permits were granted free, most 
Israeli men wanted to stay in 
Israel in spite of everything. 
Now that they are forbidden to 
leave, there are thousands who 
are determined to do so at any 
price, and marriage to an Ameri- 
can woman is the best way out. 


“MY OFFICE is full of ap- 
plications for marriage to Amer- 
ican women,” Liver added point- 
ing to the steel filing cabinets 
lining the walls of his office. “I 
tell the men who come to me 
that I can get them good Israeli 
girls, pretty and rich. I have 
thousands of Israeli girls on file 
here. But no, they all want Amer- 
ican girls.” 

“I tell you,” he added, “if the 
government abolished ali restric- 
tions and permitted free exit, the 
men‘ would be marrying more of 
the local women and much less 
of the American.” 

Liver said he could marry off 
any American girl within 48 
hours, 


PROSPECTIVE customers 
must pay a registration fee of 
ten Israeli pounds, and a mar- 
riage bonus on wedding day. This 
bonus ranges from 150 pounds 
for local marriages up to 500 
pounds the Israeli men have to 
pay for marrying a good-looking 
and rich (by Israeli standards) 
American girl. 

During this correspondent’s 
visit to Liver’s offices in Tel 
Aviv (he also has offices in Haifa 
and Jerusalem), his waiting room 
was crowded with about 20 Is- 
raeli men, and some 16 women. 

Liver complained that the 
American women are getting to 
be pretty choosy lately. “They 
see that the men run after them,” 
he said, “and they now want 
some romance as well, How can 
I give them romance when here 
it’s everything on a commercial 
basis. They’ll love each other as 
they get used to each other, 
which is why I mate them off on 
a more or less equal psychologi- 
cal and intelligence basis, but I 
can’t give them burning love as 
well.” 

Liver said that his best advice 
to the Israeli men who want to 
go to the States is: don’t be too 
obvious, and be romantic. 

“Don’t tell the girl you want 
to go to the States. On the con- 
trary, say that you’ll never leave 
Israel, this is your country and 
you stay here no matter what. 
Don’t rush the girl, and try to 
be romantic. Buy her flowers, 
candy, take her out to dance and 
to the movies. Take her for 
walks, and propose only after a 
couple of dates, not the first 
time you meet her.” 

After she accepts the proposal, 
Liver tells them, you can let 
yourself be persuaded to go to 
the States for a short visit, not 
for keeps, and don’t let yourself 
be persuaded too soon either, or 
the girl will get suspicious.

SOMEWHERE ON THE SYRIAN BORDER — One’s mind 
wanders when digging trenches. As the end of the volunteer 
week approaches, one has become hardened to the physical exer- 
tion. The worker develops a rhythm, and the chain of fortifica- 
tions is expanded. Now barbed wire is strung in vicious criss- 
cross tiers, and the network of defense grows stronger. Birds 
wheel overhead and look down on the madness 
of man. 

One’s mind wanders. This very soil which 

we dig has been turned over before. We find 
j where the trenches of 1947 were dug. Here is 
where British soldiers met the Turks. Not far 
from here Napoleon lost half an army. Sara- 
cens and Crusaders clashed on this land. Roman 
ruins abound. Here is the site of Maccabean 
victories and Maccabean defeats. Here is the 
very Jordan which Joshua’s troops crossed as 
conquerors. And here are we, in 1956, a group

What To Do If Coins Are Uncovered 

History constantly intrudes upon our thoughts as we work 
mechanically. Unconsciously we find that we are watching each 
shovelful of earth, as it is pried loose, and then tossed up on the 
defense mounds. Is this an ancient artifact? How old is that 
bit of broken pottery? What if we find some old coins, dropped 
at this spot 2,000 years ago? Two fellow-workers and I occupy 
the better part of an hour iri consideration of how the coins are 
to be divided. Must they be handed over to the Department of 
Antiquities? After long wrangling we decide that the first coin 
found will go to the Kibbutz Museum; the next three coins will 
go into our pockets, and everything after that to the government. 

In the meantime, the trench has been deepened to the pre- 
scribed length—and no coins havé appeared. Didn’t anyone ever 
lose a shekel in this neighborhood? 

There are long iron stakes to be driven, tin sheeting to be 
attached, six-foot high thorny weeds to be uprooted, and name- 
less devices activated. Israel’s long, crooked border is rimmed 
with steel from within, and woe to the evil-intentioned who think 
they can, with impunity, cross these lines. 

But all this is the product of hard, determined labor. As we 
dig, we discuss world politics. The names of Dulles and Eisen- 
hower, Stevenson and Kefauver are frequently repeated. Our 
discussion becomes excited, heated, but the pick-ax still swings, 
the turiyah still digs, the shovel stili scoops. The canvas bags 
bulk up protectingly, reassuringly. 


Sacrifices of U. S. Jews Versus Fly In Water 

We talk about the sacrifices being made by American Jews to 
help Israel, and we pause for a moment to wipe our beaded brows 
on already grimy shirt sleeves. Where we are working is about 
500 feet below the level of the sea, and it is already fiercety hot, 
especially for those of us who are unaccustomed to physical labor 
of this sort. The can of drinking water sent eut to us in the field 
in mid-morning is more appreciated than the finest of fund-rais- 
ing banquets, with their white table cloths, and gleaming silver- 
ware, and rich desserts. A fly in the water? Spit him out! One 
can’t afford to be finicky. 

This is the end of our volunteer week. We have become 
hardened veterans in the space of a few days. We can turn our 
backs upon the enemy lines without giving them a second thought; 
no longer, as in the first days, do we scan the hills beyond for 
any tell-tale signs of motion that might indicate the beginning of 
a hostile action. At night our village is ringed with high-powered 
spotlights, providing a well illuminated buffer area, while ov 
watchmen, rifle at the alert, prowl along the perimeter. 


Israel Will Fight America’s War 

And, finally, we pack our belongings to make way for the 
next group of city folks. The work is never finished, and never 
will be so long as there is threat of war from bellicose neighbors. 
There will always be more trenches to dig, more barbed wire to 
string. And behind their desks in Washington, government of- 
ficials toy with papers and play at being statesmen. No matter. 
We have shovels to dig with, and weapons to put in those trenches. 
With or withott help, Israel will do its utmost to fight America’s 
war, and protect America’s interests by keeping Communism and 
Communists out of the strategic Middle East. 

The trenches we have been digging all week are not only to 
protect Tel Aviv and Haifa; they are also the first outposts of de- 
fense for New York, Chicago and Indianapolis. It has been a 
wearying and an exhaustive week—but intensely satisfying. 
Washington may not understand or appreciate, but I and many 
thousands of Israelis have this week raised blisters to help make 
the American way of life more secure.

He ends up in the same 
kibbutz as Miriam. ehuda recalls 
his youth in Germany, a_ youth 
filled with bewilderment. 

He spent the war years in a sana- 
torium, after contracting tuberculosis. 
When peace came, he was miracu- 
lously reunited with Brigitte, whose 
arents were now dead, and who, 
erself, had been in a concentration 
camp. She was helpless, couldn’t 
speak, at first, and didn’t even recog- 
nize her childhood friend. 

Heinz and Brigitte join a group 
of young people headed for Pales- 
tine. They help start a new_kib- 
putz, Beer Hayim (Spring of Life), 
where their names are chang to 
Yehuda and Yael. Yehuda soon 
realizes he doesn’t love emotionless 
Yael any more, and becomes bitter 
and isolates himself from the others. 
When Miriam arrives, however, he 
immediately falls in love with her, 
although he soon realizes she loves 
Jonathan. But, after Jonathan is 
killed in battle, Yehuda again be- 
comes alive, friendly and under- 
standing. ; 

During the kibbutz’ growth, things 
ran rather smoothly. But after the 
pbuilding period was completed, and 
routine tasks were instituted, many 
people left the kibbutz. This was 
the beginning of many new crises 
and problems to face the young 
kibbutz.

There were so many more— 
the primitive, unthinking ones 
anq the reasoning ones, those 
who fell into kibbutz routine 
with ease and those for whom 
every step of adjustment meant 
moral battle; those who had 
blossomed during their years in 
the kibbutz into people with 
strong character and _ personal- 
ity, and those for whom the kib- 
butz had done the opposite and 
who had no truly independent 
thought left in their heads for 
all that they could work and 
shoot and talk with the rest, or 
who, if they could think inde- 
pendently and originally, had 
long given up their right to ex- 
press themselves strongly  be- 
cause it was so much easier to 
aquiesce with the majority — 
“ang anyhow who has the 
strength to argue after a hard 
day’s work?” After all we are 
doing constructive work in every 
sense, and we and our wives and 
children are at least as happy 
here as we could be anywhere 
—how happy can One be? That’s 
the way life is!” 


WHEN YEHUDA reached ‘the 
stage where he once more began 
to regard the kibbutznikim as a 
number of people each of whom 
ticked in a certain way because 
of certain reasons either known 
or unknown and in the last anal- 
ysis much too intricate to un- 
derstand, he turned with relief 
to his subjective love of the 
beautiful and mysterious Mir- 
iam, 

In all the whirlpool of human 
pains and loves into which he 
had peeped there was nothing 
quite as important as she and 
his adoration for her! So he 
turned his back on the chaverim, 
and in that way became truly 
one of them again, interested, 
as almost each of them ulti- 
mately was, mainly in himself! 

Suddenly, he diq not know 
why, he felt that happiness lay 
very near. Miriam, who worked 
in the laundry as before, was 
surprised to have him pass three 
or four times a day, and smiled 
back doubtfully at his determin- 
edly cheerful “Shalom!” 


LITTLE RUTH was also be- 
wildered. Here she hag just come 
back from her walk with Mir- 
iam—she liked to walk with Mir- 
iam, because she held her hand 


and helped her so gently when- 
ever she stumbled because of 
those idiotic leather shoes — 
really it was so much simpler 
to walk en all fours! And she 
answered her questions, even 
when they were only question- 
ing squeaks, so seriously—Mir- 
iam could make a two year old 
feel quite grown-up—of course 
it was annoying to get to Mir- 
iam’s room and to start some 
exciting game there, ang to look 
up and fing that Miriam was 
reading and did not hear a word 
of what she was telling her, and 
when she began to cry Miriam 
just stroked her head and kept 
on reading. 

Oh well, it was very pleasant 
to have Miriam stroke her head, 
and anyhow Miriam belonged to 
her! So afterwards they had 
walked back to the children’s 
house and Miriam had kissed 
her and gone away as-she did 
every day, and she, Ruthie, had 
gone into the children’s house, 
only there was no one there yet, 
and so she had gone outside 
again and stood néxt to the 
fence to watch the arrival of the 
other children. 


SHE LIKED to watch them 
coming back, it was exciting the 
way they sat on their father’s 


shoulders and came galloping, 
screaming and laughing and 
with their mothers’ running 
alongside also laughing. So she 
had stood there and looked and 
smiled at the way they laughed 
and slid down their fathers’ 
backs and started a tantrum be- 
cause they wanted another hug 
and kiss—and suddenly she was 
lifted right’ up above the fence, 
and Yehuda was looking at her 
as if he wanted to cry, and then 
he laughed and said “Would you 
like to sit on my shoulders?” 

So she had just looked at him 
and had begun to Struggle to 
get down. He said “I’m a lovely 
horse, just try!” But she had 
shaken her head. So he said 
“Why not, Ruthie?”—But how 
was she to tell him why not? If 
someone belonged to you then 
you could ride on his shoulders, 
but Yehuda was just a chaver 
(comrade, friend), he wasn’t a 
special Abba (daddy), like Yor- 
am’s Gad or Tamar’s Igal—so 
she just shook her head again 
and said “Just so!” 


THEN HE LET her down in- 
side the children’s yard again, 
but he didn’t go away, so she 
also stayed. He sat down on the 
ground on the other side of the 
fence and said “Ruthie, will you 
do me a favor?” So she said 
“Why?” He said “Because I 
think you are a lovely pretty 
dear little girl!” So she said 
“What do you want?” and he 
said “Give me a tiny little kiss 
through the fence!” 

She didn’t like to kiss anyone 
except Miriam but she put her 
cheek to the wire meshing and 
he kissed it. It: was very nice, 
she wouldn’t have minded an- 
other one, she might even have 
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considered giving him one her- 
self, maybe he’d ask her again 
if she would like to sit on his 
shoulders—so she asked “Why 
did you want a kiss?” 

Ang then one of the other 
fathers looked at them and Ye- 
huda’s face got red and he got 
up and didn’t answer her. So 
she said again “Why did you 
want a kiss?” and he said “Oh, 
just so!” md patted her head 
over the fence and laughed and 
went away. She stood there look- 
ing after him and he turned and 
waved to her, and then she ran 
into the children’s house! 


WINTER CAME on again, and 
one evening a meeting was called 
by the educational committee. 
The first point on the agenda 
was the much disputeq question 
of demand feeding for babies. 
Should every baby regulate its 
own feeding schedule or should 


the rigid hours of six a.m. ten 
a.m. two p.m. six p.m. and pos- 
sibly ten p.m. be enforced On all 
babies and mothers? 


As usual the discussion turned 
into a heateg quarrel between 
the parents and the _ so-called 
“economists”, those who put the 
economic welfare of the kibbutz 
above all individual interests. 
As was to be expected in this 
case the economists were men 
and women with no children of 
their own. 

One party held that it did tiny 
children harm to have to adjust 
to an inflexible pattern, that 
they could and woulg establish 
their own schedule as regular 
as the existing one, and that 
what the kibbutz needed was the 
realization that under its “pro- 
gressive” talk its views on edu- 
cation were outdated, and that 
there would be harmful evidence 
of this later when there would 
be children’s houses full of neu- 
rotic kids. 


THE OPPOSITION argued 
that, On the contrary, demand 
feeding was an outdated method 
employed ages ago, and that 
there was nothing wrong with 
babies brought up on a set sched- 
ule, (“Look at me!” said Amos, 
the only one among them who 
had himself been born and bred 
on a kibbutz, and who was the 
most unimaginative and most 
unneurotic person imaginable!) 
that every mother would be hov- 
ering around the children’s house 
waiting for her baby to wail, and 
would then immediately rush to 
her child and feeg it, that each 
of the babies might pick the 
craziest times for its feeding 
thus affecting the entire work- 
ing routine of the mothers thus 
causing havoc with the working 
timetable and budget—all in all, 
by the time the defenders of an 
ordered economy finished speak- 
ing there was a general feeling 
that the kibbutz was on the verge 
of bankruptcy, and all on account 
of those babies! 

The discussion became dram- 
atic when one of the bachelors 
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implied that from what he had 
seen and observed in the kibbutz 
young mothers were the last peo- 
ple who should be permitted to 
take part in an argument be- 
cause they were completely de- 
void of logical reasoning, and the 
educational committee had _ to 
work hard to pacify and per- 
suade everybody to let the com- 
mittee discuss the matter again 
and to trust that they would 
arrive at a compromise accept- 
able to all! 


THE NEXT problem was that 
of the best trained baby nurse 
who was herself expecting an 
infant. From experience in this 
and other kibbutzim it was ac- 
cepted that no nurse should be 
allowed to work with a group of 
children if her own child were 
in that group. However fair she 
might be, it was too much to 
expect that she should give her 
own child exactly the same 
amount of care and love as she 
gave the other children. 

An assistant nurse would have 
to be chosen ang sent away im- 
mediately on a few months’ 
training in one of the big hos- 
pitals in Tel-Aviv. To everybody’s 
relief a suitable candidate vol- 
unteered. 

Then eame the third and last 
point. Naomi, organizing head 
of the educational - committee 
cleared her throat and smiled. 

“The oldest children are four 
years old!” she stated. “There 
are only three in the group, but 
the next age group is not far be- 
hind. The time is passing so 
quickly, we did not realize how 
urgent the matter is becoming. 
We shall need a school soon—” 
she looked around searchingly 
until her eyes rested on Miriam. 

“For our school we need a 
teacher,” Naomi sald, and a 
warm smile lit up her sensitive 
fair face on which little prema- 
ture Hines of hard work and sun 
and wind were beginning to 
show. 


MIRIAM, under her glance, 
felt confused and disturbed as 
though something close and pro- 
tective were being pulled away 
from her. 

They all seemed to have 
turned to face her. 

“Oh no, you can’t mean me,” 
she said quickly, appealingly, to 
the sea of faces confronting her. 
“It’s a tremendous responsibil- 
ity!’ 

“We hope you will accept it,” 
said Naomi. “The teaching course 
lasts two yearg You could come 
home every week-end. I’m sure 
there will be many who would 
love to spend their free time with 
Ruthie, and Batya has offered to 
mother her while you are away. 
Think it over and let us have 
your decision as soon as you 
can.” 


THE FACES were all warm 
and smiling. There seemed to 
be a. regular conspiracy. Miriam 
gripped the edge of her chair as 
she sat down again. Why couldn’t 
they leave her in peace? 

The meeting broke up. A slow 
drizzle haq begun outside. The 
kibbutznikim looked up at the 


dark sky and were glad of the 
rain that would make their crops 
grow. 

Miriam stood still for a mo- 
ment, undecided, and then she 
walked in the direction of the 
cluster of children’s houses. Ye- 
huda followed at a_ distance, 
Something toid him that she 
must not be left alone that night, 
that it was important that he 
should be near her. He _ stood 
against the wall, the collar of 
his lumberjacket turned up 
against the fine rain, his» hands 
in his pockets, waiting for Mir- 
iam to come outside. 


HE COULD almost see her 
standing next to” Ruthie’s bed, 
surrounded by the baby swect- 
ness which filled the room. He 
had been in there himself at 
night, and he knew that the lit- 
tle girl would be lying on her 
side, her face to the wall, one 
little fist pressing her half-open 
mouth into a pout. She would 
be quite unaware of the adult 
by her bedside, wanting her to 
turn and open her eyes and un- 
derstand. 

Miriam came out again stum- 
bling a little. Before she started 
he knew where she was going 
and followed her as before, down 
the hill, through the tree-nurs- 
ery ang the large vegetable gar- 
den and up the opposite hill with 
the vineyard on its slope and Jon- 
athan’s grave on its summit. She 
was quite unaware of him, and 
would have been unaware even 
if he had not troubled to keep 
silent and out of her sight. 

HE KNEW what she was 
thinking — “Anything, anything, 
but not to work with children, 
not to teach the growing living 
beings, to have to wake up and 
face myself!” 

He understood that only by 
waking up and facing herself 
coulg she ever be healthy again, 
and that he could not help her 
in her pain. 

Along the road in the valley, 
leading past the kibbutz, a light 
was moving. “A ear,’ she 
thought, dully, and suddenly it 
was like an explosion within her, 

That night, that first night 
when she had arrived here! 


AGAIN SHE saw Gad bent 
over the wheel, signalling to the 
welcoming lantern. And again 
she felt the tremendous fear that 
had been upon her for that one 
moment before Jonathan opened 
the door of the truck, that over- 
whelming fear in the face of her 
knowledge that the time had 
come when she must give her- 
self. And then it had been so 
sweet! And it was all over! 

She was completely helpless. 
The weeping threw her to the 
ground and shook her. There 
was no time, no peace. Her heart 
screamed and the rocky soil 
bruised her breasts and clutch- 
ing fingers. 

The rain stopped. The man sit- 
ting at a distance, watching Mir- 
iam’s agony, did not move.

Readers of this column are 

now being reminded that this 
writer never took as pessimistic 
a view of the Soviet intentions 
in Israel as did most people. At 
the very beginning I said that 
Russia’s intentions are not to 
hurt Israel but toe assert her 
position in the Middle East, and 
that the West, having botched 
up its handling of that area, now 
hag no recourse but to take in 
Russia as a partner im guaran- 
teeing peace. 
s I pointed out several impor- 
tant omissions in Russia’s pro- 
nouncements: Russia never said 
anything about Israel’s boun- 
daries; Russia never said any- 
thing about  internationalizing 
Jerusalem or about taking back 
all Arab refugees; Russia never 
assailed the existence of Israel 
as such. 

I also recalled Russia’s beha- 
vior at the UN in 1947, when she 
led the Arabs (and the Jews) to 
believe she was taking a pro-Arab 
stand ang then suddenly came 
Gromyko’s famous speech for 
partition—I hinted that I expect- 
ed a similar surprise. 


I HAVE a long and honorable 
career as a Red-baiter. (If I 
haven’t baited the Jewish Reds 
of late, it is because they are no 
longer influential. On the con- 
trary, I am sorry for them now.) 
I ran into plenty of trouble in 
Toronto and in New York by 
baiting Reds (in New York, 
mostly by my reviews of the 
national press in the New Pal- 
estine during the War). 

I never fell for that propa- 

ganda line of the Communists 
and their fellow-travelers that 
Russia has abolished anti-Semi- 
tism. In 1953, during the infa- 
mous “doctors’ plot,” I took issue 
in this space with Dr. Silver’s 
contention that Russia is not 
anti-Semitic but merely anti-Zi- 
onist. I pointed out to Rabbi 
Silver that according to his quib- 
bling Haman could not be termed 
an antiSemite either. 
Why, then, was I less indig- 
nant about Russia’s part in the 
Middle East than even such a 
lifelong apologist for the Soviet 
regime like B. Z. Goldberg, the 
brilliant columnist of the Day- 
Jewish Journal? 


I AM NOT a specialist on So- 
viet affairs, but I have not de- 
pended on Harrison Salisbury 
for my knowledge and under- 
standing of Russia. I have been 
a constant reader (and occasion- 
al centributor) of The New 
Leader, the leading and most 
knowledgeable anti-Communist 
magazine.

original policy of “non-identifi- 
cation” either with the East or 
with the West. It is a policy de- 
stroyed by Stalin’s anti-Semitic 
drive (which also coincided with 
shutting off emigration to Isra- 
el from the countries of Eastern 
Europe). I indicated in _ this 
space that Russia might yet re- 
open her doors for the emigra- 
tion of Jews to Israel in order 
to gain the goodwill of the Jews. 

The Soviet Foreign Ministry 
statement of April 17 seems to 
bear out my predictions. It seems 
that when Molotov assured Sha- 
rett and Sulzberger that Russia 
means no harm by Israel and 
when Khruschev gave similar as- 
surances to Harolq Wilson (both 
of which I quoted in this space) 
they meant business. The Soviet 
lies and abuses against Israel 
were propaganda eyewash, Rus- 
sian style. It wasn’t policy. It 
Was meant primarily to please 
the Arabs (which is what the 
State Department was also do- 
ing) and, in the second place, as 
a disapproval of Israel’s pro- 
Western position. 

But if they wanted to go all 
the way down in pleasing Nas- 
ser, the least they would have 
done was to demand the retsitu- 
tion of the 1947 boundaries. Eden 
did that. Dulles did that. The 
Russians were too smart to do it. 
They have again skillfully ex- 
ploited bickerings and the incom- 
petence of Western diplomacy.

I hope some of the publicity 
men for our national Jewish or- 
ganizations read this “chair” this 
week. 

We have a problem, which re- 
quires only the slightest amount 
of co-operation on their part, 
which I’m sure they’ll be happy 
to extend. 

The Post, like most Anglo- 
Jewish publications, reaches its 
readers on Friday. Some readers 
at a great distance from where 


The Post is published receive 
their papers On Saturday, and 
almost none later than that. 

Consequently when the _ pub- 
licity men send their news to 
the daily press without putting 
a release date on it, the daily 
papers scoop us. Some weeks 
ago we front-paged a story about 
the survey being projected by 
the Synagogue Council of Amer- 
ica to study the attitudes of U.S. 
Jews towards the synagog, etc. 
But the day before The Post 
reached our readers, the local 
daily paper had already printed 
the same story. 

It would have meant nothing 
to the Synagogue Council to have 
released thir story to the daily 
papers on Friday or Saturday. 
There was no time element in- 
volved. In fact, they could have 
released it, in this instance, a 
week or a month later, and no 
one would have been harmed. 

In some cases we can under- 
stand why a news story can’t be 
held up. It may be a convention 
story or a death, or something 
else that has to be releaseq im- 
mediately. But in a good many 
instances. some of the _ stories 
that get into the dailies before 
we have a chance to print them, 
could have been held up. 

Such a case was the announce- 
ment of the $1,000,000 gift to 
Brandeis by the Schenley Found- 
ation. It appeared In midweek 
in the New York Times. It would 
have made no difference had the 
story been released to the New 
York:Times on Friday or Satur- 
day. But to us, it meant reprint- 
ing news that was already stale 
to our readers. 

We know the publicity men 
will be happy to co-operate with 
us on this request. 


WHY NONE of the praises 
heapeqg on Rabbi Mordecai M. 
Kaplan on his 75th birthday 
failed to note his one outstand- 
ing characteristic probably has 
a great deal to do with another 
major trait his life has revealed. 

To us, Dr. Kaplan is a sweet 
and lovable person. We were al- 
most tempted to say, as the col- 
loquialism is, “a lovable old 
man.” But to describe Dr. Kap- 
lan as an old man is to do vio- 
tence again to his traits. He is 
as yeung a person as we know. 

The trait which seems to over- 
cloud the man is his courage. 
This courage has led him to fol- 
low his convictions even when 
it led inevitably to a burning of 
his prayer book or a head-on col- 
lision with well-entrenched be- 
liefs, 

When you combine in one man 
sweetness of character and lack 
of even the least trace of bitter- 
ness, while at the same time you 
endow that person with great 
meral courage, then you’ve fash- 
«oned the only man in the Jewish 
community who it could possibly 
be—Dr. Mordecai M. Kaplan.

RUSSIA AND HER JEWS 


Now while the Soviet is wooing world 
public opinion is the best time for the 
Jewish groups to seek some amelioration 
of the plight of organized Jewish life in 
Russia. 

Whatever the motives of USSR lead- 
ers, it is obvious that a full-scale attempt 
to prove to the world that Russia is a 
good boy is now being made. 

As a result of the new policy, Russia 
seems to be willing to curtail armaments, 
to help bring peace to the Mid-East, and 
is engaged in ‘almost the opposite direc- 
tion from which she was headed even a 
few short months ago. 

Where this new policy seems to in- 
dicate friendliness to the Jewish people, 
it is only coincidental — as in the case 
of the Mid-East. 

The real test of the Reds’ attitude to- 
ward Jews will be when she is forced 
to take a position on the treatment she 
has accorded to her Jews. 

The modern-day oppression of the 
Communists is different only in degree, 
although a great deal more subtle and 
therefore more effective, than the offer 
always made to the Jews in the Middle 
Ages when they were in the shadows of 
the Inquisition. Drop your Judaism, 
convert to atheism, lose your identity. 


ADORNING THE 


One of the developments which will 
become more marked as the Jewish com- 
munity becomes more Jewish is the 
adornment of our homes with Jewish art. 

We'll never forget a meeting in a 
sumptuous Jewish home at which the 
speaker—a staunch Zionist—openly in- 
sulted the hostess when he pointed to 
the walls and the mantlepiece and asked: 
“How do you call this a Jewish home? 
Where is your Jewish art objects, your 
Jewish paintings, or even a Jewish book?” 

This speaker is long dead, but prob- 
ably would have died that very night 
could the hostess have had her wish. 

But the ill he pointed to, and wished 
to remedy, was one that practically 


In the case of Russia, she encourages 
the cultural activities of all her minor- 
ities, but represses the same interest of 
her Jews. 

If, as Krushchev asserted in England, 
there is no anti-Semitism in Russia to- 
day, we are glad to get that disavowal. 
Yet what he defines as anti-Semitism 
very likely means extermination of Jews 
or their assignment to Siberia, while 
anti-Semitism can also mean suppression 
of the natural interest of Jews in their 
religion and culture. 

It seems clear even at this point that 
the Soviet is prepared to relax her op- 
pression of her Jews little, if any. 

But the Soviet drive to win friends 
and influence people in the West makes 
the Communist state vulnerable to pub- 
lic opinion. It is here that the Jewish 
group should seek to wield enough in- 
fluence to force concessions. 

Every possible tactic aimed at call- 
ing the Soviets to the bar of world pub- 
lic opinion on her treatment of Jews 
must be pursued as vigorously as possible. 
_ Suppression of the natural interest 
of Russian Jews in their religion and 
their culture and in Zion will be lifted 
only if the Soviet rulers feel that their 
drive to win over world public opinion 
is being endangered. 


JEWISH HOME

If ever man 
was to be able to turn upon 
his animalistic, materialistic en- 
vironment and mould it into a 
home for something better than 
clever apes, then he needed the 
Sabbath to take him out of the 
stream of prosaic time and set 
him on a special island where 
he could accept himself as the 
unique concentrate of the cre- 
ative evolutionary process. 


PSYCHIATRY records the 
prevalence of compulsive beha- 
vior mechanisms, More and 
more of us seem to be driven 
by the need to keep on doing 
what we are doing. We are as 
rutted in our merry-go-round 
as the blinded Samson grinding 
the Philistine corn. In “The 
Strong Hand,” Michael Blank- 
fort recites two interesting de- 
vices by which two entirely dif- 
ferent kinds of Jews imposed 
a barrier on the stream of time 
that they might impound some 
of life’s turbulent waters into 
the serene pool of Sabbath de- 





light. 
There was. the paralyzed, 
father of Rabbi Leo Burdick, 


who sat before his window and 
watched the caravan of events, 
people and seasons. But on the 
Sabbath he would draw the 
shade over the window, not 
only that he might gaze inward- 
ly and renew his steadfast spir- 
it but that he might renew the 
sharp edge of delight in the out- 
side world. He permitted the 
phenomenal world to renew it- 
self. He prevented the raw ma- 
terial of consciousness from 
melding into a monotonous 
lump. 

THE OTHER instance was 
that of the Russian Jew Levy 
who came to the Philippines, 
married a Filipino and sunk 
into the native way of life. He 
had forgotten almost everything 
of his tradition—except that on 
Friday night he would play 
cards with his wife. All week 
the cards were put away but 
on Friday night, he played 
cards with his wife. And in this 
strange way he kept the con- 
tinuity of his tradition and made 
a distinction—such as it was— 
between the sacred and the pro- 
fane, 

Dr. A. J. Heschel has often 
expounded the mystical quality 
of the Sabbath. More signifi- 
cant is the growing awareness, 
even on the part of non-reli- 
gious, secular Jews, that the 
Sabbath is essential to Jewish 
survival.

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ORTHODOXY TO WIN OUT; 


HAS HISTORY 


® Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I read with considerable inter- 
est the fascinating visions of 
Rabbi Klein (NJP, April 13, ’56) 
about the eventual merger of 
Conservatism and Reform, and 
the sad destiny of Orthodoxy in 
the America of tomorrow. Rab- 
pi Klein’s ideas, however, are 
hardly original or unique. There 
have been many before him who, 
according to the time and set- 
ting, foresaw new styles and 
changes in Judaism. Hence, Rab- 
bi Klein is, at most, another in 
this chain of soothsayers. 

Heading the list, we might 
lead off with Korach Ben Yit- 
zhar of ancient times, whose 
modern views about the demo- 
cratic distribution of authority 
brought him into conflict with 
the greatest prophet in Jewish 
history. Indeed, who knows how 
far he might have gone, if a 
rare natural phenomenon hadn’t 
cut him off in the prime of life. 
On the other hand, perhaps he 
does not belong on our list, since 
his reforms were of a political 
nature. 

However, on the cultural and 
religious side, there seems to 
have been an entire period in 
Jewish history when Hellenism 
helq sway, one of the leaders 
being, as I vaguely recall, some- 
one named Jason. (Ironically, his 
name is preserved in the history 
textbook, though his movement 
has long disappeared.) Again, 
there were the Sadducees (a Sad 
lot indeed) of pre-mishnaic 
times; the Karaites in the period 
of the Gaonim, and so on, ad in- 
finitum, 

It seems strange that with the 
advance and progress of civiliza- 
tion, Orthodox Jewry still re- 
mains a powerful force in sev- 
eral nations of the world, while 
the Hellenists, Sadducees, and 
Karaites were swallowed up 
right along with Korach. But far 
stranger still is the belief of Rab- 
bi Klein that just in this partic- 
ular period of history Tradition- 
al Judaism will finally lose its 
place of leadership after a long, 
honorable, and enviable record 
of achievement. (Was it Rabbi 
Klein’s subconscious recognition 
of the eternal nature of our tra- 
dition that led him to affirm that 
Orthodoxy will continue to ex- 
ist, though as a tiny segment?) 

Since we always study the 
precedent set by past events in 
predicting the future, is it not 
more reasonable to suppose that 
just as tradition has outlived

these other schisms and sects in 
Judaism, it will outlive Conserv- 
atism and Reform ag 

whether they unite or not? 

I might even go a step further 
and confess annoyance at hear- 
ing @f speakers who discuss “The 
Future of Judaism in America.” 
The very title implies supreme 
confidence in the eterna] stabil- 
ity of America, and a correspond- 
ing doubt in the similar powers 
of Judaism. Here again the les- 
son of history (our best instruc- 
tor) should have taught us that 
Judaism has proveg time and 
again that it is more impregna- 
ble and indestructible than the 
mightiest of governments. 

Just one more observation. 
Some people point to the steady 
decline of Orthodoxy (so they 
claim) ag an indication of its 
impending final collapse. Let us 
remember, however, that before 
Ezra re-enlightened the Jews of 
his time, there was only a neg- 
ligible minority who knew any- 
thing at al] about Jewish prac- 
tice. Again, before the Golden 
Age in Spain, Jewish learning 
was practically non-existent. So 
few Jews knew Hebrew that most 
writing in this Golden Age was 
in Arabic and other languages. 
Again, the famous Rabbi Asher 
(13th and 14th centuries) reports 
in his responsa, that in his trav- 
els through Europe he found 
many communities completely 
ignorant of the mitzva of Tphilin 
(shades of America). 

It seems, therefore, that this 
tradition of ours has an insid- 
ious way of overcoming the most 
amazing obstacles, and imposing 
its obligations tupon us, just 
when we begin to get the idea 
that it is on its way out. Per- 
haps that is why I am so cer- 
tain that Rabbi Klein is repeat- 
ing an ancient error, and that 
one way or another Traditional 
Judaism will still be a living and 
vigorous movement when Con- 
servatism and Reform will be 
mentioned in the textbooks as a 
passing historical phenomenon.

In The National Jewish POST 
of April 13 there appeared a let- 
ter headlined ‘Christian Reader 
Offendeg by Attitude to Law.” 

The writer of the letter is in- 
censed because, as he puts it, “a 
number of times have I noticed 
a light-hearted and even jocose 
attitude concerning certain mat- 
ters that to my limited knowl- 
edge seem to be quite sacred to 
Jewish tradition. I feel that one 
of the major causes for Jew- 
baiting and anti-Semitism is the 
apologetic inferiority complex of 
many Jews, which manifests it- 
self in the distasteful sacrile- 
gious burlesque of their most 
sacred rites in an attempt to 
sheepishly asSimilate with the 
many.” 

The Christian writer of this 
letter criticizes caustically those 
Jews who deprecate Jewish tra- 
dition ang who would depreciate 
the value of Jewish traditions. 
No strictly Orthodox rabbi could 
be as vehement as he is in his 
protest against those who disre- 
gard or regard lightly “specific 
sacred laws in the Old Testa- 
ment.” 

He goes as far as censuring 


those who disobey the biblical 
law of “Shatnez’ (the wearing 
of garments that are made of a 
combination of wool and flax 
material) and those who laugh 
at the custom of the “Sheitel,” 
the wig which strictly Orthodox 
Jewish women wore until not 
so long ago. 


It so happens that many Jews 
and Jewesses who are called tra- 
ditional and who want to remain 
in the traditional camp do not 
adhere, for various reasons, to 
the law of Shatnez and the cus- 
tom of the Sheitel. This is not 
the place to discuss whether tra- 
ditional Jews are consistent or 
justified in their unofficial abro- 
gation of traditions. 


There is even within the tra- 
ditional wing in Israel and in 
the United States a constantly 
growing feeling, expressed in 
the writings of observant and 
pious scholars and students of 
Jewish ritual law, that while 
Jewish tradition must be revered, 
there must also be less rigidity 
and more pliability, within the 
framework of the Jewish law 
and tradition, to make tradition- 
al Jewish life viable, dynamic,

inspiring and meaningful here 
and now, 

This is a difficult task; but it 
is not considered impossible by 
those scholars of the Halanah 
who are engageg in it. 

What interested me _ most 
about this Christian’s letter was 
his profound reverence for tra- 
ditional Judaism as contrasted 
with the flippancy of those Jews 
who show little reveremée and 
even exhibit flagrant irreverence 
toward the traditions of our re- 


ligion. 
Now that Shavuot is ap- 
proaching, “the season of the 


giving of our Torah,” it is timely 
to give serious thought as to our 
attitude toward the study and 
observance of the Torah. Is it 
proper, and is it not ironic for 
Jews to reject, as many Jews 
do reject, even our very impor- 
tant traditions which should be 
acceptable to all Jews, when 
there are such Christians as Dr. 
Anton Sangio, the writer of the 
letter, who show so much respect 
for Jewish laws and traditions 
that are no longer observed even 
by those who are called tradi- 
tional Jews?

marriage contract, the first print- 
ing is almost exhausted.

quently, and some for not using

In large communities like New 
York, there is continued strong 
opposition from the Orthodox 
element. In some cases the cou- 
ple’s parents object and the old 
marriage contract is therefore 
used. 

The new contraet establishes 
a beth din (religious court) to 
which the couple are bound to 
turn should they stumble into 
marital difficulties.

NEW YORK (NJP)—The news 
story in The National Jewish 
POST (April 13, 1956) that the 
Rabbinical Council of America 
would seek a delay in the deci- 
sion on the matter of withdrawal 
from bodies in which Reform 
and Conservative Rabbis are 
members, confirmed this 
week. 

The National Executive Com- 
mittee of the RCA has issued 
the following statement: 

“At a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the Rabbini- 
cal Council a decision was made 
that the relationship of the Rab- 
binical Council of America to 
the Synagogue Council of Amer- 
ica shall continue as status quo 
and that the Rabbinical] Council 
shall continue its participation 
in the Synagogue Council until 
such time as the Rabbinical Coun-

cil may wish to consider a modi- 
fication of this policy. 

“In addition, the national Ex- 
ecutive Committee dissociated it- 
self strongly from the action 
taken by the executive commit- 
tee of the New York Metropoli- 
tan Region (NJP, March 23. 
1956) with regard to affiliation 
with the New York Board of 
Rabbis. As the national policy 
making body of the organization, 
the RCA declared that such reg- 
ional action cannot in any way 
be considered the official] policy 
of the Rabbinical Council. 

“It was further determined 
that this statement shall consti- 
tute the only authorized state- 
ment by the Rabbinical Council 
of America on the above men- 
tioned matter. No other state- 
ment shall be considered as the 
current policy of the Rabbinical 
Council of America.” 

The statement is a setback to 


Orthodox Rabbis To Stay In S. C. of A. 


Rabbi David Hollander, presi- 
dent of the Rabbinical Council, 
whose propoSal of withdrawal 
made at the RCA’s winter meet- 
ing (NJP, Feb. 18, 1956) led to 


a series of decisions which 
seemed to make withdrawal in- 
evitable, 

While Rabbi Hollander’s pro- 
posal was still being studied by 
the Law Committee of his or- 
ganization, eleven heads of ye- 
shivas issued a pSak din (rabbin- 
ical verdict) upholding him, This 
was followed by the action of the 
Metropolitan Region of the RCA. 

The Executive Committee of 
the Metropolitan Region of the 
New York Board of Rabbis, after 
a stormy session last Friday re- 
affirmed its stand. It declared it 
has the right to take action and 
indicate it will press its members 
to withdraw from the New York 
Board of Rabbis.

In another report Rabbi Wolfe 
Kelman, the assembly’s execu- 
tive vice-president, expressed 
“keen disappointment that the 
religious organizations in this 
country have not responded to 
the challenge of the Alabama 
bus boycott with the imagination 
and moral passion demonstrated 
by the Negro clergy of Mont- 
gomery.”

NEW YORK (NJP) — Kishi- 
nev, that Russian city most as-— 
sociated with Jewish culture of” 
the past, still has a Jewish popusy 
lation of 50,000 out of a total off 
200,000, but Jewish life as such® 
is almost non-existent. 

New York Times reporter 
Jack Raymond found only one 
synagogue in the city famed in 
Jewish literature, but some of 
the Jews he questioned didn’t 
even know about it. 

As for Yiddish, Raymond said 
he still heard it spoken in the 
streets, but the language is no 
longer being taught, and there 
are no Jewish schools or other 
Jewish institutions. 
Raymond verified that the 
Jewish ghetto has disappeared, 
with Jews living in all parts of 
the city. Nor are the Jewish 
workers concentrated in the 
trades ang in tailoring.
